Thanksgiving Sermon at St. Mark’s 
English Lutheran Church Re- 
viewed Municipal Events and 
Urged Greater Interest in 
Public Matters. 


Before a large congregation at St. Mark’s 
English Lutheran Church, Cardinal and 
Bell avenues, Rev. Dr. M. Rhodes delivered 
an eloquent Thanksgiving sermon this 
morning on “A Clean City.'’

“To a thoughtful reader of the scriptures 
itis an phe needa | wonder that they have 
omitted noth.ng. The Bible proves itself 
God's revelation in that it contemplates 
the needs of the ages wijth such singular 
The story of évery life is told 
far better than the pen of any biographe: 
could trace it. No @rong escapes the B!- 
ble’s detection, no right escapes its com- 
mendation. 

“The time its flitting to 
much-needed attention to the city in which 
we live and love, and, among others, for 
two reasons. First, our city holds a pres- 
ent position quite unique among the cities 
of the land. Not because we alone have 
furnished cause for deep humiliation; al) 
cities are bad, municipal government al! 
over is stained with corruption and fraud. 
Or singular, and I am glad to say, hope- 
ful position, is that the iniquity that has 
so long disgraced us is being discovered 
and punished. 


“THANK GOD FOR A MAN.” 
“On this account is it not significant that 
we are an astonishment to the world? So 


long has it been thovght that if a city is 
corrupt all are and it cannot be helped, 
a humillattng testimony to the weakness 
of our civic manhood, that now when we 
have found a man who has the courage 
of his convictions. and other men whose 
sense of right and justice is not blunted, 
so that evil-doers, great and small, have 
come to realize that iniquity has reached 
lis limjt and has turned about to pay its 
inevitable penalty, now the world stares 
and a goodly company thank God. Never 
in the nistory of our great city, with all 
our shame, were we so hopeful and noble 
a spectacle to the world as now. Who 
cat, estimate the wholesome, helpful «in- 
fluence of this righte@us crnsade against 
the worst forms of iniquity in our city, on 
ae Fy cities of the land?

judges; and to a fearless press for the 
noble work they have done and ars doina 
to blot out our blemish and to give us a 
clean city.

More than five weeks ago a similar reduc- 
tion was made by the steel trust to the 
trade in this country. The purpose of the 
reduction is to teach independent concerns 
a lesson as to what the bi.lion-dollar cor- 
<- henggy can do in the matter of reduc:ng 

ces. 

After the formation of the steel] trust 
men connected with a number of subsidi- 
ary companies, who had sold out to tne 
corporation at fancy -. started differe- 
ent kinds of mills ali over the country. 
They expected to make trouble fo’ the 
big corporation in the way of: competit.on 
and force it to buy the mills up. 

The trust refused to make an offer for 
these outside milis and their owners pro- 
ceeded to take oreey advantage of the tre- 
mendous demand for all kinds of steé 
products. They ifted their prices far above 
those set st the steel trust, whose an- 
nounced policy was to maintain an even 
price list.

WHY WE GIVE THANKS. 


Thanksgiving day, 1902, is ar occasion for more than the per- 
functory observation of the festival in St. Louis. 

The World's Fair, which maker the city the capital of the 
world for the time’ being, the center of interest toward which 
all eyes are turned, is well under way and it has already been 
made evident in the scale of preparation that the Exposition 
will surpase all other events of the kind. 

The business expansion of the city exceeds the rosiest anticipa- 
tion of those who have made 8t. Louls a marvel of commercial 
growth. Since the beginning of the year new enterprises have 
been launched and old ones enlarged. On all sides are visible 
the signs of a now and vigorous city laid in the foundation of 
sterling worth and character. 

The greatest bicssing, however, is the disruption of the boodle 
gang and the purification of municipal politics. Bribers and 
bribe-takers have been indicted and convicted. St. Louls is to 
day freer from municipal corruption than any other city in the 
country. The ground is clear for real progress along sane and 
honest lines. 

The country at large is unusually well satisfied with conditions. 
Gince the coal etrike was settled nothing appears to disturb the 
gerenity of the sky. All that is needed apparemily is to pursue 
the same steady, energetic methods that have brought about 
the existing prosperity. 


There are not many overheated consciences in the Georgia 
legislature. It has voted to continue the free-pass and frank 


system of bribery. 


SMOKE ABATEMENT WORK. 


The Smoke Inspector reports that 807 furnaces have been 
equipped with smoke consumers since the passage of the abate- 
ment law, and that pressure is being breught to bear to enforce 
the law in regard to many others. He says that the railway 
and steambost companies are taking steps to equip locomotives 
and steamboats with consumers as a fesult of the work of the 
inspectors. 2 

This is an excelient beginning. It seemns to show that much per- 
sistent work has been done, in the face of many @fficulties. 

While the Post-Dispatch has insisted that the law can and 
must be enforced, ii is not blind to the fact that the smoke cloud 
cannot be swept away all at once. There was much prejudice 
im certain quarters against smoke abatemont, lest it might injure 
the city’s industries. And it took time to prove the effective- 
ness of abatement appliances and either place them on furnaces 
or eo change the furnaces as to consume the smoke. 

In 1900, according tc the report of the St. Louls Manufacturers’ 
Association, there were 8827 factories in St. Louis. At the rate 
of growth then prevailing there must be nearly if not quite 
10,000 factories now. 

These figures not only show that the work of smoke abatement 
is & great and difficult one, but prove the need of continuing 
pe with persistency and vigor.
